God to him was the God of the 
universe of which man is only a part,

Oklahoma admits that it has learned a valuable lesson in 


panwng. After 16 years of experience with its law guarantee- 
ing Deposits in state banks, it has repealed the law, to the satis- 
taction of the'public and the profound relief of conservative 
bankers. 


It has been found that while the guarantee did protect de- 


positors as it was expected to do, it protected them at too high 
a cost 
The fact that losses would be paid out of the fund 


provided by assessment on all state banks drew into the bank- 
ing business people lacking experience and caution. 
Some 


bankers took chances Jhey might not have taken otherwise. 
I he other bankers, whose own business was conducted more 
soundly, had to pay for it. There was an unfair tax on the 
honest, level-headed, efficient banker. As a result, banking in 
general did not prosper under the guarantee plan. The best 
of the state bankers inclined more and more to get from under, 
and change to national 'Banks under the Federal Reserve Act' 
with adequate supervision and personal character taking the 
place ofxthe rather artificial guarantee. 


' The rest of the country learns at Oklahoma's expense It is 


not likely that any other state will try the'same scheme soon. 
It appears to work all right in Canada, but it does not work 
here.
